No, 23-ITC(PN)/57. —^Attention of Importers Is invited to the O.G.L. No. XLVII 
Issued under the Ministry of Commerce and Consumer Industries Order No, 5/57 
dated Slst January, 1957, which has replaced O.G.L. No. XLVI which expired 
on 31st January. 1937. 


2. In regard to items which were previously covered bv O.G.L. No. XLVI and 
which do not And a place in the new O.G.L. No. XLVII, Imports shall, except as 
provided in the following paragraphs, be 'regulated in accordance with the import 
policy already announced in the Red Book for the current half year subiect to 
the proviso that the basic period in respect of these Items may be extended to 
Include 1955-56, for the purpose of estaoiishlng quoias in respect of pasi imporis 
from Pakistan. 


3 S Nos. 3-7 of Part IV of the I.T.C, Schedule have a joint quota of 10% 
for the current halt year. It has been decided that where the quota is claimed 
on the basis of imports from Pakistan, separate licences ihay be granted on the 
basil of a quota of 50% insiead of 10%. These licences will be valid on y for 
im-orts from East Pakistan. The past Imports of such of the varieties of flsh 
which are at present under O.G.L. wlU not. however, be taken into consideration 
for claiming a quota. 

.4 ‘Firewood’ (S. No. 151/IV) has been shown as a ‘Nil’ item for 
during the current half year, but its iiriporta were allowed under O.G.L. from 
P,-^istan upto 31st January 1957. This item has since been removed from the 

fj_^ and^it has been decided to grant licences on a quota of 50% of past 

h^orts from Pakistan only, and these licences will be valid only for import 
from East Pakistan.
